Tough 


Breaks 

It really happened 
decade ago. This city—it 
Georgia—had suffered along with 
all the rest of us because of the 
depression. But fate decreed it 
should = suffer ome additional 
tough breaks, all its own. 

One of its largest banks went 
broke, and closed its doors. Then 
another, and another, until five of 
the six banks in the town were out 
of business. 

That was bad enough. But worse 
was to come. 

There was a large industrial 
plant in the city, employing 300 
cr 400 people. Including their fam- 
ilies, the weekly pay roll of that 
industry alone supported some 
1.500 good, hard-working, decent 
folks. Men, women and children. 

That manufacturing plant went 
broke, too, and shut down alto- 
gether. Just went out of business. 
Moved valuable equipment away 
and planned t- demolish the plant, 
even to remove the homes of. its 
former employes in the “mill vil- 
lage.” 

The result, of :course. was that 
the city had on its hands some 300 
families, comprising 1,500 souls. 
without jobs and not far from that 
poverty which means real, grip- 
ing hunger. And there wasn't a 
chance of finding new jobs for the 
breadwinners. It was in 1931. the 
depression was on and there just 
weren't jobs to be had. 


One Man i 
Had an Idea. 


One man in the city, however, 
had an idea. He reasoned ike 
this:

F YOU were a sheriff's wife, stand- 
ing not much over five feet on tiptoe, 
happy in the knowledge that your 

husband was safe back from arresting and 


locking up a dangerous criminal; if you 
were sitting on your front porch and you 
saw them begin to come toward your home 
—the forerunners of a lynch mob; if you 
knew the keys were in your husband's 
pocket and he was sleeping in a back bed- 
room; and if you had heard him swear 
that a mob would never take a prisoner 
from him except over his dead body— 
what would you do?

Philanderer. Sweetheart 
Killed Eight Years Ago

HE bodies were discovered early the morning of Wednesday, April 20, 1932, by Jack 


Hurbert, vice president of a concern that sold top soil. 


He had driven his small 


truck into Foch avenue, a dirt road in the section now known as Williston Park, 


Long Island.

Hurbert, shovel in hand, left the road and looked about for a place to dig. 
Saw the body of a man, sprawled in the dry leaves.

The startled Hurbert jumped into his 
truck and drove to a police booth. From 
there he phoned the third precinct <f the 
Nassau county police. As he hung up, 
Patrolman James McAuliffe entered the 
booth.

“I just called the station house,” Hurbert 
exclaimed. “There is either a double 
murder down there, or a suicide. Anyhow, 
there are two bodies in the lot.” 

McAuliffe hastened back to the spot 
with Hurbert. Soon other officers arrived. 
They quickly established the identities of 
the victims through automobile licenses— 
the man was Edward Brinker, 38, an elec- 
trical equipment salesman, of 37-52 89th 
street, Jackson Heights; the woman was 
Miss Rose Welk, 30, a secretary, of 152nd 
street, Flushing. 

Brinker had been struck in the head 
nine times with an odd-shaped instrument 
—police decided he had been hit with 
the middle of a bent jack handle. Huis 
throat had been cut on each side, but not 
deeply enough to cause death. There was 
a gag around his neck, and his right fist 
was clenched. Tape found near by indl- 
cated that his mouth had been taped. Tne 
ground was torn up, showing signs of a 
desperate struggle. His pocketbook lay 
near by, the money in it undisturbed. 

Miss Welk still lived, doctors said, be- 
cause the flow of blood from the severed 
jugular vein had stopped when her head 
fell forward. But it was plain that sh 
would not 1 long.

“Tt Joved Edward Brinker,” she insisted. 
“T don’t believe what you tell me. It isn’t 
so. It can’t be so.”

She wept a lot, but the questioning con- 
tinued. She said that she had been ata 
party the night before, and that Edward 
was to have attended. When he failed to 
appear, she decided hed gone to his aunt's. 
She insisted that she had never: heard of 
Rose Welk. 

“TI don't know her and I didn’t know 
my husband knew her,” she told them. 

(Later she amended her story and re- 
called a party at her house, during which 
Miss Welk was mentioned. Some one had 
remarked to Brinker: “Why don’t you play 
square’” -'‘fhe guest had referred to Rose 
Welk, and the party broke up in a row. 
Mrs. Brinker told the police that she 
asked the man either to tell what he meant 
by this remark or to get out of her house. 
The man had conferred with Brinker and 
then apologized. After the party, she asked 
Brinker who Rose Welk was. He replied 
that she was “a friend of mine.” The 
matter was then dropped, according to 
Mrs. Brinker. ) 

Examination of Brinker’s car disclosed 
no fingerprints other than those of the vic- 
tim. There were no bloodstains In or on 
the car, but there was a twig caught on 
the rear bumper. A missing hub cap was 
found two miles away in Queens. by a 
milkman; and Brinker's brief case was 
found not far from where the bodies were 
discovered.

Police felt sure that the car had been 
at the scene, because of the twig stuck to 
the bumper, and the fact that the brief 
case was found not far off. It had appar- 
ently been thrown from the left side of a 
Car going north toward Northern boule- 
vard.

a. m., and the couple had been killed no 
earlier than 4 a. m. What was the explana- 
tion?

Mrs. Brinker, still under questioning, 
said that friends had taken her home from 
the party at 5 a. m. She told of her life 
with Brinker, and from her story and 
those given by others, the police gathered 
the following: 

The slain man was the son of Edward 
Brinker Sr., who was in the real estate 
business. His mother had died when he 
was a boy, and an aunt, Mrs. R. J. Beckley, 
had helped rear him. It developed that, 
While Brinker had acquired two wives, he 
had married only one—Ruth Edna Carnes. 
The present Mrs. Brinker was simply his 
common law wife. 

Born Josephine Nadel, of Spanish ex- 
traction, she had married Joseph Tillotson, 
an actor, who had disappeared after living 
with her a month. Then she got a job 
In the battery store of Brinker & Van 
Kleef, at 80th street and Broadway, Man- 
hattan, of which Edward Brinker was part 
owner. She and he fell in love, saw each 
other constantly and finally, in 1927, gave 
up all pretense and lived together as man 
and wife. Ruth Brinker, mother of a 10- 
year-old daughter, divorced her husband 

Josephine, who had three brothers and 
a sister, told police that she and Edward 
had been happy. However, investigation 
showed that Brinker had kept a diary 
which contained the names of some 40 
women. She insisted that she knew of 
no other woman in his life.

Goss, is a welcome publication 
to musicians, published by Henry Holt & 
Company, 257 Fou Avenue, New York 
City (724 pages, price $3.00). Although 
Maurvice Ravel, most cpaaaeraet French 
composer of our day, died about two years 
ago, up to there had been no 
boo; in English about him. 

Mrs. Goss her 
paragraph: “The foyer of the Opera-Co- 
mique in Paris was filled, one November 
evening in 1928, with an excited crowd of 
people. Some still remained in the theater, 
applauding madly and crying, ‘Bis—bis— 
bravo!’ The audience, moved to a frenzy 
by the steady beat of drums and gradually 
mounting crescendo of sound, were com- 
pletely under the spell of the stirring music 
tc which they had listened—the first or- 
chestral presentation of Ravel’s ‘Bolero’.” 

From this point Mrs. Goss proceeds to 
relate Ravel’s life in creative adventure, 
leading the reader to come to know the 
man and artist as an intimate friend. She 
discusses with authority and in detail each 
of Ravel’s works and the varying recep- 
tions by the critics and the public. She 
gives us a vivid picture of his life from his 
childhood on the Basque coast through his 
early days at the Paris Conservatory, the 
time that he began to compose. and talks 
with intimacy of his friends and associates 
and the effect that the musicians of his 
time had on his own composing. One of 
the most interesting chapters in the book 
is the one titled “Ravel Fights for France,” 
telling of his life as a soldier during the 
World War. 

The story of the life of this genius is 
excitingly told, making interesting reading 
throughout, and not only does one feel that 
here is a valuable contribution to the field 
of tiography, but also to the field of music, 
for there is a sort of panoramic view of 
the lives of many musicians given in their 
relation to the life of Ravel. The criticism 
of Mrs. Goss’ style is that there are annoy- 
ingly too many French quotations, imme- 
diately followed by English translations.

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GARDENING IN MARCH 


By W. ELBRIDGE FREEBORN. 


Kitchen gardens are becoming in- 
‘reasingly popular. There is just as 
nuch thrill in producing a bumper 
‘rop of crisp, delicious vegetables 
rom a small area as there is in 
trowing the finer flowers. The home 
gardener can grow the finer quality 
varieties noted for their flavor and 
delicacy that are not to be found on 
the market. Once you enjoy the 
experience of eating these finer 
quality vegetables fresh from the 
garden to your table you will never 
again be satisfied with the ordinary 
commercial varieties that are usually 
several days in reaching your table 
from the farm. 

Better Food for Less Money. 

Then there is the matter of econ- 
omy—no small factor these days. 
During the depression years neces- 
Sity drove many to grow their own 
vegetables. They found that a smail 
garden carefully planned would not 
only supply the family with all they 
could consume during the summer 
months, but that there was an excess 
for canning to carry them through 
the winter. These gardens started as 
an economic measure turned out to 
be a lasting pleasure. 


Don’t think for an instant that the 
vegetable garden need be unsightly 
Or unsuited to the backyard garden. 
By careful planning of successive 
plantings a small area will provide 
fresh vegetables in quantity the sea- 
son through. Many make the garden 
plot a thing of beauty by screening 
with low shrubs and by planting 
flowers along the paths and borders. 

March is probably the busiest of 
all the months in the vegetable gar- 
den, and all of our early spring vege- 
tables must be planted just as soon 
as the ground is in shape to work. 
Irish potatoes, onion sets, beets, car- 
rots, -all kinds of greens, such as 
spinach, rape, mustard, kale, and 
Swiss chard; radishes, lettuce, aspar- 
agus roots, rhubarb roots, Bermuda 
onion plants, cabbage plants, English 
peas may all be planted, and the 
sooner planted the better. 

English Peas. 

is the time to plant the tall- 
peas, such as Thomas Lax- 
heavy-bearing varieties of 
Telephone. The _ favorite 
variety is Telephone, which is a 
fairly large wrinkled variety. To 
save considerable work in staking, it 
is well to plant English peas in 
double rows about 18 or 20 inches 
apart so that you use one to support 
the other.

vegetables is the old-fashioned rad- 
ish. There are several different 
types that should be found in every 
garden. The little, round, red radish 
with a white tip is Rosy Gem, 
probably the best and most popular 
all-round early radish. Similar in 
quality and shape, but solid red in 
color is Scarlet Button. The other 
small variety of radish is Early Scar- 
let Globe. There are two popular 
long varieties, White Icicle and Early 
Long Scarlet Short Top, that are de- 
servedly popular. 


All radishes depend for their crisp- 
ness and delicacy of flavoring on 
steady, rapid growth during cool 
weather, and to insure this proper 
growth plant them in mellow rich 
soil which has been heavily fertil- 
ized with 12-4-4 or some other well- 
balanced commercial fertilizer. 


Beets and Carrots. 

Companion plants to radishes are 
beets and carrots. They also require 
a rich, loamy soil_and should be 
grown rapidly to insure the proper 
texture of the flesh. Be sure that 
the ground is mellow so that the 
roots will be well shaped. 


The two most popular varieties of 
beets are Early Wonder, Improved 
Blood Turnip or Detroit Dark Red. 
These are both well-shaped, real 
early varieties. 


Carrots may be had in a number 
of different shapes, from the very 
solid, almost round Oxheart to the 
very long Orange variety called Im- 
proved Long Orange. However, the 
favorite variety for table use is the 
Chantenay, a half-long, blunt, well- 
Shaped variety. 

For a continuation of these: deli- 
cious vegetables from your garden 
replant every 10 days or two weeks, 
and seeds should be covered only 
half an inch when planted.

The standby of 
southern home Is greens. 
covers a multitude of evils, but 
cludes turnips, mustard, rape, Swiss 
chard, kale, spinach, and several 
others not so widely used. After we 
had been enjoying them for years 
and years we found that they were 
healthy and life giving, containing 
vitamins and other. strange things.

The standard of all these greens 
to be measured by is the turnip.

If stable manure is to be used it 
should be well rotted and worked 
into the about a month before 
the time to plant seed. Apply a lib- 
eral application of Some commercial 
fertilizer in the row at the time of 
nlanting and repeat this about three 
weeks later. If the turnips grow fast 
the greens are much more tender 
and palatable. Use about one ounce 
of seed to one hundred feet of row. 


The standard variety of turnips 
used in this section, almost exclu- 
sive of the others for spring planting, 
is the Purple Top Globe. This is a 
white, globe-shaped variety with a 
purple or red top. It makes a fairly 
large amount of greens and very fine 
turnips. For a good early variety 
try Flat Dutch; for a yellow vari- 
etv, use Amber Globe; stock or 
chickens, use Cowhorn.

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WHAT TO PLANT IN MARCH. 

FLOWERS: Sweet peas may ve 
planted. Use only the Spencer 
and Early Flowering types. The 
best plan is to use the separate 
colors. All kinds of perennials 
may be transplanted at this 
time, including pansies, aqul- 
legia, canterbury bells, holly- 
hocks, English daisies, rock 
cress, thrift, etc. It isn’t too 

late to plant larkspur' and 
bachelor button seeds. 

ROSES: Roses should be planted 
immediately. The two-year-old 
outdoor-grown plants are best 
Greenhouse roses that have 
been flowering all winter are 
not very satisfactory as a rule. 

SHRUBBERY: Plant all kinds of 
evergreens, conifers, flowering 
shrubs and fertilize your old 
shrubbery. 

GRASSES: Evergreen mixtures 
and Kentucky Blue Grass may 
be planted at this time. Give 
your old lawn a top dressing of 
sheep manure and bone meal. 

VEGETABLES: Continue to plant 
asparagus roots, horse radisn 
roots, rhubarb roots, artichokes 
and Irish potatoes. 

VEGETABLE SEEDS: Beets, 
Brussels sprouts, cabbage, col- 
lards, carrots, cress, Swiss 
chard, kale, kohl rabi, lettuce, 
mustard, onion, parsley, par- 
snip, petsai, garden peas, radish, 
rape, rutabaga, Aragon spinach, 
salsify and turnips.

Disease Is Dangerous, So. 


Should Not Be Neglect- 
ed, Dr. Abercrombie 


Tells Public of State. | 


The number of cases of influ- | 


enza reported to the State Depart- 
ment of Public Healt:. during Jan- 
uary shows a distinct increase. 
according to announcement made 
yesterday by Dr. T. F. Abercrom- 
bie, director. 

“Influenza may be a very dan- 

; ,erous disease, in that it is fre- 
quently complicated by pneumonia 
and other serious conditions. Be- 
Cause of its. similarity to colds, 
people often neglect taking ade- 
quate precautions in the early 
Stages of this disease,” the health 
director warned. 

Dr. Abercrombie pointed out 
that colds, influenza, and pneu- 
monia are distinct diseases, and 
are caused by entirely different 
germs. “However,” he declared, 
“the early symptoms of influenza 


often may be the same as the early | 


symptoms of a cold, or of other 
contagious diseases such as 
measles, scarlet fever, and whoop- 
ing cough.” 

When the symptoms of a cold 
develop, and in addition there is 
a fever and the back and legs 
ache, the patient with such symp- 
toms should go to bed immedi- 
ately and call the family physi- 
cian, the health director advised. 

To prevent such conditions from 
developing, Dr. Abercrombie ad- 
vocates avoidance of over crowd- 
ing; staying away from people 
with colds; keeping the body in 
good condition by drinking plenty 
of water and eating a well-bal- 
anced diet including plenty of 
green vegetables: getting at least 
eight hours of sleep in a well- 


ventilated room, and avoiding un-| 


due fatigue and exposure. 


He further recommends the 
early treatment of colds and in-| 
Qivce by a physician, in order | 


that serious illness such as pneu- 


monia may be prevented, adding | 


that early medical care usually 
will prevent much loss of time 
from work.

This 
includes repairs to existing city 
property, rebuilding of Negr 
schools damaged in the tornado, 
a community center for Negroes, 
new armory and police headquar- 
ters. additional land for buildings, 
repairs to the city hall, repairs to 
streets and sidewalks, tree plant- 
ing, and repairs to the electric 
lighting system. 

It was noted in the tree-plant- 
ing program that approximately 
400 fine shade trees on the side 
parkways of the city had been 
destroyed, to say nothing of addi- 
tional hundreds on private prop- 
erty. 

The program as approved by the 
city commission called for an ex- 
penditure of $227,000, of which the 
city will pay a minimum of Zo 
per cent, the remainder to be sup- 
plied by the WPA.

Poverty of Victims Is the ' Thing Not Shown in Statistics 
Which List Atlanta’s Death Rate From Disease as 
Second Largest in Nation.

Georgia is one of the few states 
not benefiting from the Pittman-

AM a free citizen of a free country, but 

every morning I am awakened by an alarm 

clock ringing out the first rule of the day 
— to get up at 5:30. And from then on, until 
I return to bed at night, every movement | 
make is guided or influenced by hundreds of 
laws, written and unwritten, by rules, orders, 
commands, codes and conventions. 

When I drive to work, the fact that I am 
a few minutes late can easily cause me to 
break a dozen traffic laws so that I will not 
violate a rule of my employer that says | 
must punch the time clock before seven. On 
the back of my time card is printed a set 
of general rules. to which all emplovees of 
the company are subject. Beside the door to 
my department is a bulletin board covered 
with special rules that apply to our particular 
division of the company, and before I relieve 
the operator on duty I am supposed to consult 
an instruction book for last-minute orders or 
temporary rules. 

All of these regulations are the products 
of human minds, and naturally some of 
them are unnecessary and confusing. Being 
human and therefore subject to weak- 
nesses, and to stubborn tendencies to revolt 
at being forced to do something —- it 1s nat- 
ural for me to feel at first thought that I am 
being suffocated by regulation and that any 
originality and imagination that I possess is 
being stifled by red tape. 

Yet, I make a sincere effort to obey every 
rule and law that applies to my work, play 
or contact with other people. I try to re- 
spect the ones that are important as well as 
those that are unimportant, those that are 
absolutely necessary along with the ones that 
seem to me frivolous and petty. 

Why? Not, as some might say, because I 
lack the imagination and the spirit of adven- 
ture to which many moderns attribute their 
infractions of the rules. Rather, it is because 
I have a vivid imagination that I find it easy 
to obey the rules. 


L, is imagination that forces me to stop 
at a red light when I know that no other car 
or cop is near. It is imagination that causes 
me to realize that when I respect the author- 
ity of the corner policeman I am strengthen- 
ing the force that guards my home when I 
am away or asleep, that protects my boy 
when he crosses the Street. When I obey the 
rules that govern my job, it is not a case of 
a man in overalls bending to the will of a 
collar-and-tie boss: it is a case of two men 
working together, doing the things that are 
necessary to make possible next Friday’s 
payday. 

It is easy to think, when I am in a great 
hurry, that taking a short cut or neglecting 
to use a safety device is not a serious viola- 
tion of the rules. Imagination keeps me from

doing this. If, tomorrow; every one of my 
fellow workers were to give way to this take- 
a-chance urge just once, before the endof the 
day one of us would lose a finger, an arm, a 
leg, an eye — or possibly a life. Some woman 
in our village would become a widow, and 
some innocent child would suddenly face a 
bleak future. The take-a-chance urge assures 
me, of course, that such a thing. could not 
happen to me; but imagination reveals that 
the widow might be my wife, the child my 
youngster. 


So. my constant aim is to obey all rules. 
I obey those of my employer because I realize 
that rules are a necessary part of any business. 
I obey those of my town, state and nation 
because I know that these laws, though they 
may not be perfect, represent man’s honest 
attempts to use the accumulated experience 
and wisdom of the past in charting a course 
for the present and future. 

Imagination reveals the profit to me in 
every good rule that I obey. And even when 
I am conforming to the laws which I think 
are useless or harmful, | am compensated by 
the realization that I have a councilman, a 
mayor, a state representative, a Governor, a 
Congressman, a Senator and a President to 
whom I can protest, and to whom my vote is 
important. 

While it is true that I cannot walk a block 
from my home free of any rule, it 1s also true 
that I cannot sit down to eat without profiting 
by rules. A farmer, a laborer in a meat- 
packing plant and a clerk in the corner gro- 
cery store all must obey rules — rules that 
are enforced to assure me of the purity and 
quality of my breakfast bacon. An insurance 
company obeys rules that are designed to 
protect my home and the security of my de- 
pendents. A worker in an automobile plant 
and a tire manufacturer obey rules that con- 
tribute to the safety of my wife and boy 
when we're going around the sharp curve 
on the road to Grandma’s. 

Obeying the rules is my method of paying 
for the protection, the joy and peace that 
I get out of the rules to which others are sub- 
ject. By obeying the rules, by seeking to 
improve those that need amending and by 
helping to repeal those that are harmful or 
obsolete, I am working to make strong the 
fence that protects my freedom from brute 
force, insurrection, disease and decay. 

In quietly complying with the rules, I may 
never attract the headlines and spotlights 
that follow the wrong-way guys who are 
“‘too adventurous and imaginative’’ to abide 
by instructions. Yet, in crossing the street 
on the green light, in punching my time card 
in playing a game of chess or in living the 
game of life — obeying the rules with imagina- 
tion is glory enough for me!

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HE name of the man with the beard has 

long since been forgotten. He was just 

somebody who was standing around in 
the Knickerbocker Alleys in New York City 
on the day, just a hundred years ago, when 
the first officially scored bowling match on 
record in the United States was going on. But 
he was a bowling enthusiast, and he an- 
nounced loudly to all and sundry, ‘“‘You mark 
my words, this is just the beginning. This 
sport is going to grow.”’ 

He was dead right, and also dead wrong. 
When he said, “This is just the beginning,” 
he was talking through his hat. The beginning 
of bowling goes all the way back to the days 
when our prehistoric ancestors rolled rocks 
around for a pastime. But on the subject of 
growth, the bearded man understated the 
truth. I suspect that he would have guffawed 
unbelievingly if somebody had told him that 
by the year 1940 some twelve million people 
in this country would be bowling — more 
people than play golf — and that two thou- 
sand or more would be engaged in a bowling 
tournament — the world’s biggest annual 
sports event. 

The ° tournament — the fortieth annual 
tournament of the American Bowling Con- 
gress — opens in Detroit on March 7. And 
before it ends, on April 29, more’ people will 
have taken part in it than have ever con- 
tested in any session of the Olympic Games. 
Clerks and bricklayers, bakers and bankers, 
bookkeepers and lawyers, these men are not 
the aristocracy of American sport; they are 
its democracy. And they have one thing in 
common: a keen delight in rolling a ball 
down an alley and watching the tenpins fly. 

It is, as I suggested above, a variation of an 
old, old urge.: Through the ages men have 
played at skittles, Dutch rubbers, cloish, log- 
gat, skayles, boccie and many another game 
that involved rolling a spherical object at 
something else. Almost every country has had 
its particular form of the game. 

In England, in 1366, Edward III got wor- 
ried because his people were spending so 
much time bowling. He was afraid they would 
neglect their archery practice, and thus would 
not be useful to him as soldiers. So he had 
Parliament take steps to curb the game. 

Under Henry VIII stronger steps were 
taken, and an act passed making it a breach 
of law for anybody, “for his or her gain, 
lucre, or living, to keep, have, hold, occupy, 
exercise, Or maintain any common house, 
alley, or place of bowling.” 

But those who could afford private facih- 
ties went right on bowling. Sir Francis Drake 
was so engrossed in a game behind the Pelican 
Inn at Plymouth Hoe on July 19, 1588, that 
when Captain Thomas Fleming brought 
word that the Spanish Armada had been 
sighted, Sir Francis refused to let it interrupt 
the game. ““There is time to finish the game, 
and beat the Spaniards afterward,’’ he said. 


Tins English game was what we know now 
as lawn bowling, or “bowling on the green.”’ 
There was nothing to knock over — just a 
little ball called the jack at which to aim, 
the idea being to get your ball nearer the jack 
than the other fellow could. The game is still 
played in this country, and there are about 
eighty organized lawn-bowling clubs; but 
compared to the mighty army playing the 
modern American game, the lawn bowlers 
are just a corporal’s guard. Psychologists say 
it is a great outlet for the emotions to knock 
the clattering pins down. Maybe that’s why. 

It was the Dutch game of ninepins that 
was the direct ancestor of our game. They 
brought it when they came to Manhattan 
in 1623. In fact, one of the little parks in 
downtown New York is still called Bowling 
Green. And seven towns in the United States 
have the same name. 

Even the Dutch game was only remotely 
similar to modern American bowling. They 
set their ninepins up in three rows of three 
pins each and used narrow alleys of grass, 
cinders, clay, slate or plank.

Believe it or not, it was “prohibition” that 
brought into being the new and wholly Ameri- 
can game — not prohibition of liquor, but of 
ninepins. It seems that the lawmakers of the 
1860’s, in New York and Vermont at least, 
decided that bowling was a wicked waste of 
time. The game had become an indoor sport 
by that time, and along one stretch of Broad- 
way, in New York, there was at least one 
bowling alley in every block. So the straight- 
laced legislators prohibited the game. That 
is, they prohibited ninepins. Whereupon the

bowlers promptly added another pin, con- 
verted the game into fenpins, and went on 
bowling. And it is tenpins that twelve million 
Americans play today. 

The lawgivers no longer frown; instead, they 
participate. In Chicago recently two men 
were brought into a night court for passing a 
red light. They told the magistrate that they 
had been bowling, had stayed tor just a 
couple more games, and so had been hurrying 
home. “Let’s see your thumbs,” said the 
magistrate. The two men held them up, and 


they were properly callused from gripping 
the bowling ball. ‘‘H’m,”’ said the magistrate. 
‘“‘Case dismissed. But you ought to know 
better than to go on bowling so late. You 
lose your form after the sixth game.”’ 

When the annual American Bowling Con- 
gress tournament was held in Cleveland last 
year, it was Cleveland’s Mayor Burton who 
rolled the first ball down one of the thirty- 
two alleys (for a perfect strike). Listed 
among the contestants were three governors. 
and other high officials. 

None of the bigwigs took any of the $184.- 
OOO prize money, though. It turned out to 
a Chicago salesman named Joe Wilman 
topped the list as all-events winner. A | 
three - year-old cost accountant 1 
William McGeorge of Kent, Ohio, also dis 
tinguished himself at that tourney by rolling 
a perfect game for a score of 300, the highest 
possible. He was the sixth bowler to do that 
in an A.B.C. tournament in thirty-nine years: 
somebody has figured that the odds against it 
are 294,000 to 1. 

Bowlers, on the whole, seem to be a philo 
sophical lot. You almost never hear of a fist- 
fight in an alley, or a torrid argument: and 
they cheer each other’s good shots even when 
it means defeat for themselves. Mavbe that 
is why many executives of big 
have encouraged bowling among 
their employees, hoping thereby to promote 
good employee relations. More than

N A peculiar and distressing way the United 
States Army belongs to our Congress- 
men. 

There are two reasons behind this amazing 
condition. One lics in the tact that many o! 
our Congressmen saw some sort of service with 
our armed forces in the World War -- and 
consequently each of these veterans is certain 
that he is a military authority. 

The second has to do with the fact that 
our Army is scattered about in small un- 
economical and ineffective posts that are 
relics of our Indian wars. Congressmen. trom 
the hundred or more congressional districts 
containing these antiquated small posts, con- 
sider it their right to demand that the soldiers 
stationed there be kept there 

Let the Chief of Staff attempt to break up 
this 1870 post system and move these detached 
units to modern training-camp concentra- 
tions. and you will see Congress rise almost 
to a man and strike for the honor of their 
local posts —.and the profit that flows year 
after year to their stores, barrooms and dance 
halls. 

Largely as a result of this interference of 
our Congressional military experts and our 
small-army-post system, America today can 
not put into the field a single peacetime 
streamlined division of &,500 men. tulls 
equipped, seasoned and trained. 

We have few: 

Antiaircralt field guns 
Antitank guns 

Modern automatic arms 
Tanks and combat cars 
Gas masks. 

And it will take us another sixteen months 
to June 30, 194] to get asupply of abso 

lutely critical and essential items for even a 
small, compact, mobile striking force. 

By that date — if Congress 1s still scared 
enough to heed the prayers of our War 
Department we will have a tough little 
army of 227,000 regulars and 235,000 National 
Guard troops. This makes a grand total for 
our Initial Protective Force of 462,000 soldiers 

plus a small and indeterminate number of 
Reserves. 

That’s about the size of the total Finnish 
Army — and one-fifth the size of the Polish 
Army that crumpled up betore the German 
Blitzkrieg last September. 

Besides this Initial Protective Force experts 
on defense hope that a generous Congress wil! 


give our 


100-per-cent supply of 
“critical forty-five-per-cent 
supply of “essential items” for a Protective 
Mobilization Forcéof 1,000,000 men. “Critical 
items” are such things as guns, tanks, auto- 
matic rifles and special military equipment 
that take a long time to make. To be even

Army a 
items” and a 


reasonably safe we 
“critical items’ ready for immediate use when 
the dreaded M day Mobilization Day 
breaks. ‘Essential items’” are such things as 
clothing and motor transportation, which can 
be quickly produced. when an emergency 
comes. Our General Staff figures that if we 
have forty-five per cent of these “essential 
items” on hand we will be in a fairly sound 
condition of defense. 

Let me repeat that even this amount of 
protection. will not come to us before June 
3O;. 194] 


months distant. And possibly the most danger- 


sixteen danverous and uncertain 


ous and uncertain element in this period of 
doubt has todo with our Congress. An economy 
wave may strike 
these lawmakers, and they may again take it

out on our poor and inadequate Army. For 
this senior service of our defense system is dis 
tinctly the stepchild of Congress. 


Fev Congressmen, however, have dared to 
pass themselves off as Navy experts. From the 
very nature of its task the Navy has been 
allowed to keep its ships together as a Battle 
korce and secure the proper training. It was 
obvious that we would have no navy at all if 
we had a single battleship or cruiser serenely 
anchored at each of our coastal cities. Yet 
that is what the Army has had to endure with 
its system of small and scattered posts. 

The Army Air Corps has profited almost as 


much as the Navy from the fact that it 1s a 
highly technical arm. When Mussolini and 
Hitler began playing their Bomber Politics

Corps’s importance emerged from the realm 


and Franco his Bomber 
of theory. Congress siowly began to see the 
dawning of a great and cruel light. We had to 
have more bombers, pursuit fighters, flying 
fields and trained pilots. In one

It was “‘back 
home’ stuff. It could wait. As a consequence 
we once again found our Army ina travic and 
dangerous state ol unpreparedness. Hitler gets 
the credit for throwing a big enough scare into 
us to shake us from our complacency. Fea: 
IS a most potent emotion and it final! 
came to the rescue of our neglected Army. 

Months ago word went down from. th 
offices of the Secretary and the Assistant 
secretary of War, and the Chief of Staff, to 
lay out the exact details for an elastic army 
that would not only make continental United 
States fairly sale from attack, but would put 
some real teeth in our highly necessary plan o! 
“hemisphere defense.”” But until this present 
Congress decides on the size of this potential 
army, and votes the money for it, even the 
General Staff can make no final and definite

Emergency Expeditionary Force. That 
calls up visions of our mixing into 
European or Asiatic wars, but our 
Task Army is really conceived as a 
striking force that might possibly be 
used to sustain the integrity of our 
Western Hemisphere.

Canada. And should an unfriendly 
power establish air and naval bases in 
any of these points, the safety of our 
invaluable Panama Canal and of our 
Eastern cities and great industrial 
areas would be gravely endangered. 
If worst came to worst we would have 
to fight to keep an unfriendly power 
from establishing bases in our Ameri- 
can world. 

This is where a small but perfectly 
balanced and fully equipped Task 
Army would be worth its weight in 
silver dollars. It, along with the Army 
Air Corps and the Navy and Marines, 
would take care of any such threat. 
But to do this effectively there must 
be definite plans laid out for all possi- 
ble emergencies — for landing troops 

foreign shores is one of the most 

icult of all military tasks, and calls 
for fine co-operation within the Army- 
Air-Navy-Marine team. Actual prob- 
lems of transporting and landing con- 
siderable bodies of troops are now be- 
ing undertaken. 

Our present Army program should 
be looked upon as the first step in a 
Permanent Defense Plan. Nothing 
should be permitted to weaken it. Its 
continuity is its greatest strength. 
Only by following it through in lean 
years and fat vears can this country 
secure even moderate peacetime 
safety. 

Our Congressmen must realize that 
here is something that cannot be tam- 
pered with. The General Staff has 
now developed a sane and absolutely 
essential program for the building of

Due to present world unrest, our 
War Department last fall was able to 
‘“‘borrow the soldiers’’ and get the 
money from our Congressmen for 
practical and desperately needed divi- 
sion and corps field training. But they 
had to beg Congress to permit them 
to transfer soldiers temporarily from 


their antiquated small Indian posts, 
and send them south for this training. 

As a result we now actually have 
five peacetime divisions of infantry 
and one of cavalry concentrated in 
the South and West, undergoing ade- 
quate large-unit training for the first 
time in our entire peacetime history. 

At last we have brought our Army 
out from behind its stone-wall isola- 
tion and permitted it to have the 
practical experience of active defense. 
For the first time in our entire na- 
tional history we can face the prospect 
of grave emergencies and unknown 
crises with the assurance that we are 
not to be caught entirely helpless and 
unprepared. 

At best it will still take us about a 
year to have our two Emergency 
Corps fully trained, completely 
equipped and ready for instantaneous 
action — and even then they will still 
be somewhat short in personnel. Each 
of these East and West Coast Emer- 
gency Corps will consist of three 
streamlined Regular Army Divisions, 
with a full contingent of special Corps 
troops — such as Corps heavy artil- 
lery, an antiaircraft regiment, etc. 
The two Emergency Corps will each 
number around 35,000 seasoned 
troops. They will be equipped with 
the most modern and effective weap- 
ons, with heavy fire power and great 
mobility. 

They will be sufficiently motorized 
so that each streamlined division, 
which will number some 12,000 men 
when brought up to wartime strength, 
can ..ove swiftly and efficiently on its 
own motor transport. They will have 
the striking power of the old “‘square”’ 
division of 27,000 — and will be able 
to move with three times the speed. 
Some units will be wholly mechan- 
ized and when this mechanization has 
been completed at some distant date, 
they will be even superior in equip- 
ment to the famous ‘‘Panzer’’ motor- 
ized divisions of the German Army.

Our two Emergency Corps will 
have the assurance that behind them 
seven additional corps will come to 
their aid within thirty days while 
the weapons for an army of a million 
men are being taken out of storage. 

These seven additional corps will 
consist of Regular and National Guard 
troops. Each corps will include one 
Regular division and two National 
Guard divisions. By June 30, 1941, 
we should have trained and equipped 
not only the two Regular Army Corps 
that are designated as Emergency 
Corps, but also these seven additional 
Regular Army-National Giard Corps. 

All troops will have corps training 
at least every two years. And each of 
the Regular Army divisions will be 
sent south each year for several 
months of intensive group training. 
Following a winter spent in the corps- 
training areas in the South, the vari- 
ous troop units will be shuttled back 
to their small and scattered posts. 

Even this much of Permanent 
Defense Plan demands that it must be 
carried out year after year, and to do 
this our, Congressmen from the dis- 
tricts enjoying the profits of the small 
posts must be appeased. They must 
continue to agree to the Army’s bor- 
rowing its own soldiers! 

There is, however, something to 
be said in favor of Regular Army 
troops occupying, for at least the 
months, these small and 
widely scattered posts.

But the 
cry then, as it had- been tor years he- 
fore, was that a more perfect weapon 


was needed. Finally the Assistant 
Secretary of War simply ordered them 
to go ahead with the Garand — even 
if it were not entirely perfect. 
Possibly War Department officers 
have spent too much time in technical 
matters of equipment, rather than in 
tactical matters. Let army 
decide on the kind of weapon or equip-

UESTIONS about wedding anni- 
versaries have lately become 
almost as numerous as ques- 

tions about weddings. Especially

Marine Corps, is a second and price- 
less arm. The Army Air Corps 1s a 
third, Together they can make a 
team that is invincible — once they 
train and practice together, and are 
inspired by a spirit of “‘one for all, 
and all for one.’ These, with our 
fourth arm — our great national in- 
dustrial plants, geared into the whole 
problem of defense — guarantee -us 
safety and victory. 

“The complete co-operation of all 
branches of our defense is so impor- 
tant that in some quarters there is a 
demand for a grouping of these various 
arms into one co-ordinated Depart- 
ment of National Defense, headed by 
a single Cabinet member responsible 
to the President. Only a man of great 
power and stature could weld the 
opposing elements of our Army, Navy 
and Air Corps into a single, efficient, 
economical unit of defense.

Above all else we must have a defi- 
nite long-range plan for the procure- 
ment, and the training, of our Army 
and the piling up of necessary military 
supplies. We must never forget that 
it takes fully twice as long to equip 
a soldier as to train him. 

Certainly the American public 
should demand the abandonment of 
a number of our small and isolated 
army posts. 

We should see to it that we have 
always on hand an adequate supply 
of such necessities as gas masks.

This is combed 
through the hair from roots to ends, 
and the hair is pulled straight by each 
stroke of the comb. The amount of 
curl taken out is governed by the

The second. method employs a 
machine which works just in reverse 
to a permanent-waving machine. For 
this, hair is softened, and stretched 
straight against vertical 
heat is applied to steam out the curl.

If your hair has been injured by a 
poor permanent or carelessly used hot 
irons, you have what the trade calls 
“sick hair.”’ You can, however, hasten 
the recovery of your hair. Use an oily 
tonic or rub a pomade in your scalp 
at might. Give your hair frequent hot- 
oil treatments. If you apply these 
treatments yourself, leave your hair 
oiled overnight, whenever possible. 
Before you shampoo the next morn- 
ing, wrap a towel, wrung out in hot 
water, around vour head, and apply 
it several times, to steam the oil into 
vour hair. Then, wash it out with an 
oil shampoo. Have your hair set with 
a cream lotion, and have it dried by 
hand whenever you can. Roll up the 
ends with an oily dressing instead of 
water, and spray on brilliantine each 
time you groom your hair. Have fre- 
quent trims, for it is the ends that 
are always in worst condition.
